It may be of interest to our readers 
to learn that this field was seeded in 
the first week of July of last year. 
This rye was pastured from the se¬ 
cond week in August until freeze-up. 
AAt this time it had a bare appear¬ 
ance especiolly on th top of knolls. It 
appeared, in fact, in eminent danger 
of winter-killing This spring it re¬ 
covered quickly, made a good stand, 
and promises to thresh out ta, heavy 
yild. Charlie has received a large 
number of orders for this grain as 
seed, and much of it will be sown as 
soon as it leaves the threshing ma¬ 
chine. 

C. Miller seeded some of this same 
rye last fall. This spring he cut a 
crop of hay from it, and at the time 
of writing it is heading out in good 
shape.

Hon. Duncan Marshall Tells of 
Experiences Before Embargo 
Commission 


/Shorthorn breeders from every 
part of the province were guests on 
Saturday at a picnic at the ranch of 
His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wjales. The ranch is situated some 
twenty-five miles south of High Rivef 
and extending as it does right up into 
the foothills, gave its own reason for 
its selection by the royal owher. The 
natural beauty is supeerb. 

Hon Duncan Marshall was called on 
to tell something of the progress of 
the embargo problem, and told of 
some of his experiences, funny and 
otherwise, while giving his evidence 
before the embargo commission in 
England. He had been the very first 
Canadian to go over and tell there, 
overseas the attitude of the Cana¬ 
dian stock. Before that Canada’s 
problem had been backed only by 
some Qf the Scotch breeders. Whhen 
he had arrived, they had said that 
they were glad that at least one Can¬ 
adian was sufficiently interested, to 
go over and give local evidence. 

Mr. Marshall felt sure that with 
the removal of the embarge against 
our beef and our feeders, the price 
of cattle would go eight or ten cents 
perhaps more. It was over twenty 
five years since he had .made his first 
speech against this embargo which 
had been in existence iiqW for twen¬ 
ty-nine years..

Saskatchewan 


The last report of the veterinary di¬ 
rector general for Canada shows that 
live stock in the Dominion is so re¬ 
markably free from disease that it is 
easy to believe that Canada is the 
healthiest country in the world for all 
classes of live stock. No country can 
claim to be absolutely free from ail¬ 
ments in its cattle, horses, sheep and 
swine any more than it can thaht 
every human being is health perfect. 
But, Canada, it is safe to assert, 
comes nearer to the ideal state than 
any other land. None of the ep 
zootic diseases that cause most anx 
iety^ to sanitary officials, such as foot 
and mouth diseases, cattle plague, and 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia, are 
found within our borders. Diseases 
that do exist to a very limited ex_ 
tent, such as glanders, hog cholera, 
and cattle imange, the report sholiws, 
are being kept well undeer control 
and are diminishing year by year. 


Road work totalling about 200 miles 
and costing at least $200,000, is now in 
course of construction, or about to be 
commenced, in Saskatchewan as part 
of the federal aid ;scheme. Some of 
th work is being done under contracts 
awarded by the Saskatchewan de. 
partments of highways, while other 
sections are being constructed by de- 
partmentol day labor gangs.
